JupGe Bnooks' Reasons For 


ing Porter.—-Io the Circuit Court 
Tuesday, Judge Brooks delivered the 
following remarks in regard to the 
removal of W. H. Porte, United States 
Commissioner : 

“Alter due consideration, I have 


determined to remove, or release, irom 
his official duties, an officer ot this 
Court, and I regard it as proper that I 
should state now, and here, the reasons 
for this course on my part, 

Many complaints have been made to 
me in regard to the conduct of some of 
the Commissioners appointed by this 
Court. Upon investigation I have been 
satisfied that these charges, so far as 
they related tosome of these officers, 
were not well founded. In regard to 
others I have removed one or more, who 
were appointed for that, which is now 
the Western District, and others | would 
have removed, but for the law creating 
the Western District which was passed 
about the time I became well satisfied 
of their unfitness for the proper dis- 
charge of the duties reguired of them. 
It will be remembereu that the law 
establishing the Western District was 
passed while this Court was in session 
at the last term, and I preferred that the 
responsibility should rest with the 
Judge of that District to consider 


Now it comes tu me in aa unquestion 
able form, that one of the Commission. 
ers of this the Eastern District, has net 
been so mindiul of his duty as he 
should have been. While I do not hes- 
itate to say that lL would always cxcrcise 
n mere discretionary power in favor of 
any officer who had erred, but had 
honestly misunderstood his duty, I teel 
that it would be criminal in me to ex- 
cuse one who has persisted in error in 
such way as induces me to belicve that 
he knows “the wrong and yet the 
wrong pursues.”

In the same specch he gave it 95 his 
opinion that North Carolina hadi more 
troops upon the soil of Virginia than 
Virginia had herself. 

This latter remark has brought forth 
a letter from Gen. Jubal A. Early, tra 
versing Gen. Hood's position, in which 
General Early undertakes to show that 
Virginia furnished more men te tlhe 
Confederacy than North Carolina. Gen. 
Early gives a general statement oi the 
number of brigades and regiments fur- 
nished by North Carolina and Virginia 
respectively, and concludes frem such 
statement that Virginia had the greater 
number of men in the field. Tie num 
ber of brigades from the two States is 
so nearly even that even judging trom 
Gen. Early’s stand point, the fact is by 
means conclusive that the Virginia - 
diers outnumbered the Nort: Caroli- 
nians in the Army of Northern Virginia. 
It seemed to be a well established fact 
that the North Carolina regiments con- 
tained more men than any other regi- 
ments in the service, and also that their 
decimated ranks after a battle were 
more rapidly filled up by recruits than 
were the regiments from any other 
State. 

But in order to do full justice to Gen. 
Early and Virginia, let us give that por- 
tion of the letter refering to the number 
of the Virginia and North Carolina 

es, 

Gen. Early says: 

During the batties around Richmond, 
in 1862, our army in Virginia was larger 
than at any time during the war, num- 


bering then something less than 80,000 
men for duty. At those battles there 


were present 
FORTY-FIVE REGIMENTS AND THREE 
BATTALIONS OF VIRGINIA INFANTRY, 


which I could name, if necessary, 
being fully, if not more than one- 
fourth of all the infantry regiments 
present. There were, also seven 
regiments of Virginia cavalry present, 
and much the largest portion of all the 
artillery was manned by Virginians. 
At the same time a very considerable 
force of Virginia troops, of all arms, 
was in the Valley of Western and South 
western Virginia. The North Carolina 
troops present at these battles, being all 
then in Virginia, consisted of thirty 


Some misapprehension in rd to 
the number of Virginia troops in the 
field may have risen from the fact that 
such a large proportion of these troops 
were cavalry and artillery ; but the fore- 
voing facts are sufficient to show how 
unfounded is the statement that North 
Carolina had more troops in the field in 
Virginia than the latter State had on 
her own soil. It may possibly have 
been that at some time, when new 
brigades of infantry, just recruited 
under the conscript law, arrived from 
Nor! Carolina, that State could show 
more infantry for duty in the army of 


show of the same army, but the Virginia 
brigades and regiments always outnum- 
bered these of North Carolina even in 
that army, and the Virginia regiments 
had at some time been as full as those 
ot North Carolina, but had been reduc- 
ed by the ordeal through which the lat- 
ter had atterwards to go. A* 

The preponderance of the Virginia 
cavalry over all others arose, in a great 
measure, from the fact that the men had 
to keep themselves mounted at their, 
own costs, and that was a very difficult 
thing for men from the States south of 
Virginia to do. 

The loss of our official returns renders 
it impossible to give the exact state- 
ment of the number of troops from each 
State that served in Virginia, but the 
foregoing data will enable any candid 
man to settle the question against the 
accuracy of Gencral Hood's estimate.” 


We do not think the above statements 
of Gencral Early by any means settle 
the matter conclusively. Even if it be 
admitted that Gen. Early’s figures are 
correct, they do not furnish reliable 
data for a comparison of the number of 
men aclually in service. 

Gen. Early says that at Gettysburg 
there were seven brigades of Virginia 
infantry, and two others, the greater 
part of which were Virginians—one of 
Pickett’s brigades being left behind, and 
that there were cight North Carolina 
brigades and two other regiments at 
that great battle. He adds: 

It is very probable that by reason of 
the absence of one of Pickett’s brigades 
and the strength of the newly recruited 
brigades brought, ſrom North Carolina 
just before the campaign opened, the 
North Carolina infantry then outnum- 
bered that ef Virginia present at the battle, 
but this was greatly overbalanced by the 
excess of Virginia cavalry and artillery, 
and it is an indisputable fact that more 
Virginians than North Carolin:ans were 
left on that field.”

Sheppard for chairman, was chosen.— 
he enterprise and energy of this gen- 
tleman insure a good prospec. for well 
organized plans and programmes, and 
will do much towards effacing from the 
memory of its unhappy victims the 
nunders and stupidity of the last in- 
auguration ball. The crowd attending 
that ball was beyond belief when taken 
in connection with the fact that the 
tickets were sold for ten dollars, an ar 
rangement made with a view to keep 
out the common herd. The value of 
thee wearing apparel cost on that occa- 
sion has been estimated at ten thou- 
sand dollars. The committee of ar 
rangements paid, out of the funds re- 
ceived, over 1,500 fcr hats, caps, coats, 
shawls and other wearing apparel given 
to the attendants for safe-keeping, and 
which, in consequence of the confusion 
and want of system were not delivered 
to the owners when called for, Besides 
these losses were lace handkKerchiets 
worth fabulous sums. A lady told me 
the one she lost cost a hundred dollars, 
and it was a common affair compared 
with others that went in the same way. 
Watches and chaius, ear-rings and 
brooches, and all varieties of ladies at- 
tire were wrested from the fair owners 
on that eventful occasion, Gouty old 
ventiemen were obliged to go home 
without their carriages with handker 
chiefs tied on their heads, and there is 
no end to the tales told of loss and in- 
convenience suffered, all to go to an in- 
auguration ball. 

The gravest question under conside- 
ration at the last affair of this kind was 
the admission of colored people, and 
the shifts rosorted to to avoid the issue, 
either of admitting or rejecting them, 
were amusing enough, There will be 
no room for dispute this time. The 
only question to be settled is, will the 
colored people accept the situation? 
They cannot be ignored, now that they 
occupy seats in Congress and are recog- 
nized in all the affairs of life. Social 
recognition must of necessity follow if 
they choose to avail themselves of it. 
Mrs. Elliott, the wife of the colored 
member from South Carolina, was made 
to feel that the gallery act apart for 
members’ wives was not Capacious 
enough to hold a colored member's wife 
last winter, and she did not repeat the 
experiment. When questioned by an 
indignant white member’s wife in regard 
to the intrusion, the doorkeeper an- 
swered that his instructions were to nd 
mit members’s families, and no excep- 
tions were made on account of color. 
The noses of the favored white race, in 
spite of political equality, involuntarily 


clevate when coming in social contact 


with this people, and the attempt, it 
made, to mingle in such manner will 
present many novel and interesting 
scenes.

Mn. Gnreecey’s MENTAL AILMENT.— 
Dr. W. A. Hammond, surgeon genera! 
of the army, was called to sce Mr. 
Greeley shortly before his death, and 
gives the following account of the con- 
dition he found him in: His delirium 
was characterized by an incoherence of 
expression and by extreme disorder in 
the arrangement of his ideas. The 
delirium was of avery low character, 
and clearly indicated his approaching 
dissolution. Ile exhibited a marked 
tendency to repeat certain expressions 
which appeared habitual to him. It was 
evident to me that no gleam of con- 
sciousness remained. He very rarely 
answered the questions I asked him, 
and whenever he did the auswers were 
wrong. 

Dr, Brackowiser, who was the first 
physician who saw Mr. Greeley im 
mediately before he became deranged, 
says: Ile suffered the same depression 
ot spirits on Friday, and seemed to be 
continually dwelling on some un- 
pleasant subject. He thought himself a 
ruined man, and believed that he drag- 
ged his friends down with him. But I 
do not think he was insane at that 
time. Ile was very slow in giving his 
answers, and appeared very unwilling to 
communicate with us. He gave correct 
answers, however, to all our questions 
about his health. The only thing abnor- 
mal about him was that he took a very 
gloomy view of his present and future 
condition. He thought he was a ruined 
man, and had ruined his friends.

A SINGULAR Murper.—A murder of 
a most deliberate character, and note- 
worthy for the curious manner in which 
it was accomplished, 1s reported from 
Eldersville, Pennsylvania. The victim 
of the crime was an old man over sev- 
enty years of age, named John Alling- 
ham, who kept a small grocery in the 
village, and, with his wife occupied a 
bed room on the ground floor. Directly 
at the head of the bed was a small 
window, and it was by taking advant- 
age of this fact that the murderers were 
enabled to carry out their designs. A 
platform was set up in the yard of the 
exact heighth of the window; upon this 
was placed a picce of gas or water pipe, 
pointed directly toward the the head of 
the sleeping man, and heayily loaded 
with powder aad sl A fuse was 
attached to this infernal machine, which, 
by its slow combustion, gave the mur- 
derers ample opportunity to make good 
their escape. The effects of the explo- 
sion may be easily imagined. Mr. Al- 
lingham’s head was completely shattered 
while his wife was severely wounded. 
The pipe was found at a distance of 
some twelve yards from the window, 
thus showing how heavily it must have 
been loaded.
